When spot stocks of tomatoes become reduced to 
a supply in canners’ hands estimated at between 300,- 
000 and 350,000 cases, we think the statistical position 
of the article may be described as cleaned up, espe- 
cially as the commencement of the canning season on 
this article is as yet something like six weeks in the 
future. If within the next thirty days we don’t wit- 
ness the-closest clean-up of tomatoes ever known we'll 
be very much surprised. The stock of 300,000 to 
350,000 cases is not more than enough to meet a 
normal demand for two weeks, based on an. estimated 
annual consumption of about 8,500,000 cases. 
* * Ox 
Consumptive demand for merchandise has improved 
with the weather. In this connection, Bradstreet’s 
weekly review says that “Weather, crop and retail 
trade conditions over a wide area of country have 
changed for the better this week, and the feeling is 
more optimistic than for some months past.” Dun’s 
general review says: “Despite some improvement, 
weather conditions have continued adverse for retail 
trade at most points and business is only stimulated 
by bargain sales. Prospects for fall distribution are 
brighter because of the better crop reports, and manu- 
facturers receive liberal orders for next season. Cur- 
rent conditions, however, are not satisfactory, and mer- 
cantile collections are below normal, except in sec- 
tions where country storekeepers have been enabled 
to make prompt settlements, because high prices at- 
tracted much marketing of last year’s grain.” Dun’s 
weekly report on trade in the Chicago district says: 
“The recent heaviness which partially depressed activ- 
ity in distributive lines has dissolved under the en- 
couraging influence of brighter weather, and busi- 
ness is characterized by a cheering tone. In agricul- 
ture the outlook is clearing, with improving growth of 
the late grains and the opening of the wheat harvest 
in the southwest.”

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Pennsylvania Commissioner Declares Himself. 


ENNSYLVANIA has a new Dairy and Food 
Commissioner who in the last monthly bulle- 
tin issued by the department of which he is 
publishes, under the caption, “Policy of the 





cnier, Pe - ‘ ° . 
Pure Food Division,” a statement which is at once 


his inaugural address and a warning to all Penn- 
sylvanians having aught to do with the manufacture 


or distribution of food. Some excerpts from this 


rather unique pronunciamento read as follows : 

Under Commissioner Warren it (meaning the Food and 
Dairy Commission ) endeavored to accomplish the purpose of 
its creation. Under Commissioner Foust it will strive to be 
increasingly serviceable. It has some right to be proud of 
its work in the past; but true pride over a record accom- 
plished always stimulates to more zeal and deeper diligence 
for the future. ) 

The Dairy and Food Commissioner is directed to enforce 
these several Acts of Assembly. It is made his duty to exer- 
cise constant vigilance on behalf of the public. He is com- 
manded to ever stand on the watch tower and to protect 
those who are unable to protect themselves. : : 

It would be a great pleasure to the Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner, as well as to his assistants, if every manufacturer, 
every wholesaler, every retail dealer would make an effort to 
measure up to the requiremnts of law. 

If all food products offered in the market were exactly 
what they purport to be, an era of general good-will and ot 
mutual confidence would be inaugurated. It is precisely in 
the hope of bringing such a happy state of affairs to pass 


that the pure food laws are to be relentlessly and impartially 
enforced during the new administration. To properly pro- 
tect the innocent, it is absolutely necessary to expose and 
punish the guilty. There is no alternative. 

Oh, the wisdom of inexperience! The language of 
the above is in itself sufficient to show that in Penn- 
sylvania there is a new man on the Food and Dairy 
Commissioner’s job, while the “oratorical flights” dis- 
coverable here and there, and the “Now, please be 
good, children,” tone adopted in telling makers and 
distributers of food how happy he and his assistants 
would be if everybody henceforth would be strictly 
virtuous, hewing closely to the line of high morality, 
in their methods of producing and selling things to 
eat, coupled with the heroic declaration of intention to 
protect the innocent and helpless consumer and the 
threat to relentlessly (i. e., unpityingly, unforgivy- 
ingly) pursue all who impose upon him, leaves no 
doubt of the zealousness and valor of a newly-coined 
official who seems to see in himself a guardian and 
avenger of a dear public that apparently is not cred- 
ited with a very large amount of discretion or dis- 
crimination. The reader of Commissioner Foust’s 
well-meant but academic pronouncement is somehow 
irresistibly reminded of the old saying that “A new 
broom sweeps clean.”

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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The thread on which the future hangs is the 
weather. The unseasonable week-after-vzeek made the 
spring of 1yo7 one of the most backward ever ex- 
perienced by the present generation of canners; now 
it’s the weather during the balance of the season that 
will decide what the outcome will be. The weather 
of the last several days has been fine everywhere. In 
most localities it has been ideal, and it has done a 
great deal of good, but the problem is, what will be 
the ultimate effect of the late planting? Because seed- 
ing was delayed from ten days to three weeks in 
nearly every section of the United States frost may 
catch the canners and cut short their season of opera- 
tions, thereby shortening the pack, or the different 
plantings may be forced along by hot weather and 
ripen too near together, the effect of which requires 
no explanation to practical packers. 

Reports received from packers are for the most 
part discouraging, and the feeling therefore is bullish 
on everything in the canned fruit and vegetable line, 
but a shortage in the country’s tomato and pea packs 
is far from being assured; corn should be a smaller 
pack than last year, for the acreage is smaller and 
the condition of the crop backward. The pack of 
corn last year was approximately 40 per cent less 
than in the preceding season, but this year’s produc- 
tion ought to be even less than the 8,739,809 cases 
put up in 1906, in order to re-establish the corn-can- 
ning business on a sufficiently profitable basis, where 
it has not been (for ordinary standard qualities) 
since 1904, in which year was made the first of three 
consecutive excessive packs, which, piling one upon 
another, culminated in almost complete demoraliza- 
tion, from which we seem now to be emerging. 

What should be avoided is serious reactions in the 
canning business, reactions which mean long periods 
of depression such as have affected the industry the 
last two years or so. In the corn business matters 
want to get back upon a reasonable basis; a strong, 
healthy situation is badly needed. It was inevitable 
that a succession of packs exceeding by a considerable 
percentage annual requirements would terminate in 
demoralization and a decline of prices so low as to 
sweep away profit on average standard quality. The 
idea that the corn canners could go on season after 
season turning out more goods than the country, with 
all its immense and constantly increasing population 
could consume, was simply preposterous. It was 
hound to result in unsettlement and an aftermath of 
unwelcome complications. No other outcome was pos- 
sible when the producers of the commodity acted as if 
insensible to’ the fact that the annual production was 
disproportionate to the yearly absorption. 

The following figures illustrate the effect of ex- 
cessive production on market values:

In May, 1904. following the very light pack of 1903 
(less than 5,000,000 cases) the spot market was well 
above a dollar a dozen, and future standards were 
selling at a good figure, 72Y%4c to 75c a dozen, prices 
which proved so attractive to the packers that the 
next season’s pack was more than twice as great as in 


1903. When a still further increase was made in 
1905, when approximately 14,000,000 cases were put 
up, prices sagged, until the market value of Western 
standard corn on May 1, 1906, was less than half what 
it was on the same date in 1904, while the quoted 
price of future standard was lower by approximately 
25 per cent. 

The price prospect is better to-day than it has 
been in three years; prices on both spots and futures 
have improved since May first by a considerable per- 
centage, an the statistical situation considered jointly 
with the voluntary and involuntary reduction in this 
year’s acreage, warrants expectation of further ad- 
vances. 

Regarding the continued talk of unfavorable weather 
conditions and predictions of small packs of tomatoes 
and other lines of canned goods this season, pessi- 
mistic gossip, which they say everybody is indulging 
in and that it should be stopped, for the reason that 
it is unfair and detrimental to the canning industry all 
over the country, as it “tends to bring about later on 
a reactionary market condition that might seriously 
affect the interest of all concerned,’ we reprint the 
following from a circular just issued by Thomas J. 
Meehan & Co., Baltimore: ‘Human memory is short 
at best. Take tomatoes as an illustration: It is easily 
within the memory of a large majority of the present 
buyers when the !ate lamented ‘Uncle Jake’ Armsby, 
of fragrant memory, made one of his many famous 
epigrams about standing up Harford county on one 
end and packing tomatoes on both sides. In that 
year the tomato crop was short up to the first part of 
September, and a small coterie of well-known operat- 
ors had bought up nearly all of the canned article in 
sight, in anticipation of a big advance, when all of a 
sudden the news went down the line that the tomato 
crop had ‘come again,’ and the bubble burst as sud- 
denly as the collapse of the big syndicate in June of 
1906. It took several seasons to again restore con- 
fidence in that article. Will history repeat itself? 
While the market looks strong ahead just now, it is 
too early yet to get scared, though prices are likely 
to be carried to higher levels before the upward 
movement ends.” 

A private advice trom a well-posted source says re- 
garding the Indiana tomato crop: ‘‘A careful investi- 
gation shows that at the end of last week between sixty 
and seventy per cent of the tomato plants were set in 
the field, and the remainder, with the exception of a 
few tail-enders, will be set by the end of this week. 
The acreage that will actually be set out will be eighty- 
five per cent of the acreage contracted for, the shortage 
being caused by farmers becoming discouraged and 
planting their fields in corn, and by the scarcity of 
plants in some localities. All of the plants set in the 
field either last week or this week were very much 
smaller than any plants that we have used during the

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past ten years, but the ground is in fine condition and 
we think some of the lost time will be regained. We 
think it safe to say that the state as a whole will have 
eighty-five per cent of the acreage contracted for, but on 
account of new factories started this year, the total 
acreage will probably equal that of last year. The 
crop, taking into consideration the present favorable 
weather, will be two weeks late and no tomatoes will 
be packed before the very last days of August or Sep- 
tember Ist. If frost does not come until the last of 
October, it is possible to have an average crop, but 
with frost the first of October, the pack will not be over 
sixty per cent average for the reason that in years past 
the August pack has been thirty to forty per cent of 
the total.” 

Tomatoes— 

The offerings of spot tomatoes, such. as they are, 
are coming from the East, stocks of packers in Indi- 
ana and other Western states being sold out. There 
may be an exception or two, but we have, heard of no 
offerings from Western canners’ hands this past week. 
The spot Chicago market is quoted at $1.05 to $1.071%4 
per dozen for No. 3 standard. The jobbers have 
been taking note of the mounting thermometer and 
hot sunshine, and while there is a strong feeling on 
1907 packing tomatoes, buyers show an inclination 
to watch and wait before trying to buy more futures, 
which, however, it is doubtful if they could do, in the 
West. The market, though, on future standard 3s 
is quotable at 92% to 95c, f.o.b. factory. New York re- 
ports on the tomato market are very strong, but ac- 
cording to our latest advices the high prices have 
checked the business. We recommend that readers 
of THe CANNER note very carefully what our Balti- 
more correspondent says in his letter this week on 
the market there. An authority at Aberdeen, Md., 
reports that “Since it has seemed impossible to secure 
reliable sellers under goc, f. o. b. factory, for full 
standard 3s, buying has slowed up somewhat and yet 
a number of goc clicks have been recorded, but few 
sellers are willing to entertain this full figure.” 

Fruits— 

With almost an entire absence of spot fruits, the 
situation naturally remains extremely firm. There is 
virtually nothing left in first hands, and as far as Cal- 
ifornia is concerned, the future market has not opened 
up yet. In this connection the Fruit Grower says: 
“A number of lists of canned goods have been put 
out, representing small packs in southern California, 
but these, of course, do not represent the market for 
the general lists.” The California Fruit Canners’ as- 
sociation has announced no prices as yet on the 1907 
pack of fruits. The market on spot canned peaches 
is necessarily exceedingly firm, as there are only small 
odds and ends left. Michigan packers continue to 
delay announcement of their opening quotations on 
1907 packing. One Chicago broker says that the 
Michigan packers he represents will not make prices 
for two weeks yet.” He regards the outlook for the 


Michigan canned fruit pack as precarious. Baltimore 
advices are that spot peaches are all sold out now 
excepting a few standards and extra yellows. No 
future prices have been made as yet on account of the 
uncertainty concerning the crop. Baltimore quotes 
some No. 10 unpeeled pies at $3.00, No. 3 standard 
pie peaches, white, at $1.65, yellow at $1.70, and some 
No. 2 seconds, yellows, at $1.00. 
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Ccorn— 

Corn is showing more strength than since the in- 
ception of the present “boom,” if we may so describe 
the advancing market of the last several weeks, and 
conditions as to the crop and the acreage seem to fully 
justify it, for the crop is extremely backward, and 
now everything depends on the weather. The acre- 
age will not equal by a fair percentage that planted 
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last season, while the crop situation is worse than at 
this time in 1906. Illinois spot corn, standard is quot- 
ed at 60@62M%c per doz., Chicago, future Illinois and 
Wisconsin standards at 62%@65c. Other packings 
are 60c, f. o. b. factory. New York advices note a 
better demand and a stronger feeling on corn. New 
York State packs are quoted at a range of 62144@75c 
per doz. One report notes that few lots of Western 
packing are now obtainable in New York. 

Peas— 

Tie pea market is in precisely the same condition 
as last week, that is, spot supplies are as good as ex- 
hausted, and a very strong feeling prevails as regards 
the 1907 pack. No 1907 packing, so far as we have 
heard, are offering. There isn’t enough trading to 
make a market. New York advices note a firm mar- 
ket on peas on account of the scarcity, which is the 
same situation as prevails everywhere. Baltimore 
packers are running their factories on peas. Lately 
receipts have been freer there, but Baltimore's total 
pack in all probability will be less than last season. 
New peas are quoted in Baltimore at goc to 95c for 
No. 2 seconds Junes, $1.05 to. $1.10 for standard 
Junes, $1.20 to $1.25 for sifted Junes, goc for sec- 
onds marrowfats, and $1.05 for standards. 
Asparagus— 

Asparagus prices named last week by the California 
Fruit Canners’ association and published in THe CaAn- 
NER were withdrawn shortly after being announced. 
The sales made subject to approval of prices covered 
more than the entire association pack, notwithstanding 
that the figures were higher than those named by the 
Central California Canneries and Griffin & Skelley 
Co. We understand that the’ Fruit Canners’ associa- 
tion advises that it did not sell or confirm any aspara- 
gus at less than the published prices. 

Salmon— 

There is a good demand for spot red Alaska salmon 
at very firm prices. The supply of this grade being 
very small and the market advancing. Supplies of 
all grades of salmon are exceedingly light and firm 
prices rule, sales usually being light. 

Miscellaneous— 

A Baltimore advice states that demand there has 
embraced nearly every article in the list of canned 
fruits and vegetables, beans, pineapples, berries of all 
kinds and grades Spinach is firm and in demand, 


with light stocks. Packers in New York State and 
elsewhere are virtually sold out of beans. Baltimore 
is quoting spot standard green limas at goc, No. 2 
soaked lima beans at 57c; No. 2 plain okra at 7oc; 
No. 3 standard pumpkin, 70c; No. 3 standard sweet 
potatoes, 90c; No. 3 standard sauerkraut, 75c; No. 3 
standard hominy, 55¢; No. 3 standard red kidney 
beans, 80c. We hear No. 3 standard Ohio pumpkin 
quoted, f. o. b. factory, at 52'4c for spot, 55c for fu- 
ture. No. 3 standard Indiana pumpkin is quoted, f. 
o. b. factory, at 52%c for both spot and future. No. 
10 standard Indiana pumpkin is quoted at $1.85, f. o. 
b. factory, for spot, $1.80 for future; No. 3 standard 
sauerkraut, 67%c, f. 0. b. factory, for both spot, and 
future; Wisconsin 1907 packing sauerkraut, 65c, f. o. 
b. factory; spot, 70c, factory. 


Oysters 


Ovsters continue very firm, with most grades sold 
out. We hear quoted, f. 0. b. Baltimore, No. 1 extra 
lunch oysters, at $1.25; No. I 5-oz. standards, $1.00; 
No. I 5-0z. standards, tall cans, $1.00; No. I 4-oz. 
coves, goc to 95c. 

Sardines-- 

The domestic sardine market is very firm. Quar- 
ter-oils are in light supply and showing an advancing 
tendency. Latest advices from the coast of Maine 
indicate that the amount of fish continues light. 
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Evaporated applies are very firm. Spot prime are 
worth 734c; choice, 8Y%c; extra choice, 9c; fancy, 10c. 
Apple chops, 24%c to 3c; waste, 234¢ to 3c. 

Apricots, choice, are quoted at I9gc; extra choice, 
19'%. Peaches have improved in demand decidedly. 
Sales have been heavy, on a basis of 12c for choice, 
12%c for extra choice; 13c for fancy, 1334c for extra 
fancy. 

Prunes are firmly held on a coast basis of 334c¢ for 
outside, 4c for Santa Claras. 

Raisins are cleaned up, with only a scattered lot 
here and there. 2-crown will bring 9%4c to 93¢c; 3- 
crown, 95gc to 934c; 4-crown, Ioc. Fancy seeded 
seem to be entirely off the slate. Choice seeded are 
quoted at 1134c for 1-lb. packages. 
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PICKLES AND KRAUT. 





Of late there has been an active demand and stocks 
of vatrun pickles are nearly exhausted. It is hard 
to say what the market is, depending largely on who 
it is that wants to buy. Only some odd lots are left. 
There are still some coarse lots around that can be 
bought for $1.20 to $1.25, counting from 3,500 to 
4,000 count. Kraut is just as good as exhausted.

Canadian Meat and Canned Goods Act. 

In forwarding to the Bureau of Manufactures a 
copy of the new Canadian act respecting the inspec- 
tion of meats and canned foods, which has recently 
become law, Consul General Church Howe, of Mon- 
treal, states that it was passed with the following 


amendment to section 12: 

Provided, however, That if it be established to the satis- 
faction of the governor in council that such marking would 
hinder the sale of any of the articles in the British of foreign 
markets, he may exempt such articles from the provision of 
this section. 

So far no regulations have been passed under this 
act, and in the meantime its operations are suspended 
unti! August. The administration of the act respect- 
ing the adulteration of foods, etc., is in the hands of 


the department of inland revenue. 





Jersey Tomato Packers Refuse Contracts. 
Jersey tomato packers refuse to accept further or- 
ders for future. Many of them have made no con- 
tracts whatever with jobbers nor even made a quota- 
tion.

Eprror CANNER: The dominant features in this market are 
probably those which prevail in all other markets, scarcity 
of supplies and high prices. There seems to be a tendency 
among jobbers to regard the unsettled conditions as a result 
of panic among packers because of the present unfavorable 
weather. A tendency of this kind and a natural reluctance 
to buying at what appears to be high prices, have affected 
the business somewhat along fruit and vegetable lines, though 
there is, of course, some buying being done from day to 
day on such staples as cannot well be neglected. It seems 
doubtful, even in the face of conditions, whether securing 
the goods isn’t a more difficult proposition than selling them. 

The items which are in strongest demand are peas and 
string beans, which are not being offered very freely. Straw- 
berries are also offered lightly, while the whole line of “spots” 
is reported low. Tomatoes are being offered freely enough 
at advancing prices, but are being taken up only as wants 
dictate. 

With a week or two of weather like today, however, the 
condition may resolve into a somewhat more normal aspect.

Epitor CANNER: For the last two weeks we have had the 
most interesting and most active market in canned goods and 
dried fruit the fraternity have seen since the summer of 
1901. There is hardly a thing on the list that has not shared 
in the activity excepting those items that are practically 
exhausted and out of the market. We will have almost a 
complete clean up of everything in the canned goods line 
excepting corn, and even corn has advanced about Ioc per 
dozen from the low price of last winter. There is nothing 
in standard corn offering now at less than 59 to 6oc, the 
strength in corn being due, of course, to the unseasonable 
weather. Since the first day of April we have had one warm 
summer day, the other seventy-five days have been either cool 
or cold. 

Spot tomatoes in the west are practically cleaned up. A 
few scattering lots can be had at $1.10 in St. Louis. We 
know of nothing in the hands of packers at all. We have 


nothing to offer in future tomatoes at less than 95c f. o. b. 
Indiana and very few at that. 
entirely sold up. 

There is an active demand for string beans at anywhere 
from 7oc for Baltimore pack to 95c for New York state.

Seattle, Wash., June 15, 1907. 

Epiror CANNER: Coast salmon brokers are inclined to ex- 
pect an advance generally in the prices of canned salmon 
before the 1907 pack reaches the market. The demand has 
been so unusually large for this season of the year, and the 
stocks in hand are so nearly exhausted, that brokers anti- 
cipate witnessing something which they have never seen be- 
fore, the spectacle of jobbers bidding against each other for 
what small amount of salmon there is left. One broker 
states that his firm could sell, without any exaggeration, very 
close to a million cases of certain grades of salmon between 
now and the naming of 1907 prices if the salmon were only 
available. The consumption throughout the United States 
this year has surprised every one and if it continues to in- 
crease during the next twelve months as it has during the 
past it is likely that the 1907 pack will fall far short of sup- 
plying the 1907-8 buyers. In this event canned salmon of all 
grades will probably reach unheard of prices and brokers are 
for that reason advising their clients to place their orders as 
soon as possible after the 1907 opening prices are named. 

London brokers state that the English market is short of 
stocks owing to the small allotment that was made the British 
Kingdom in Alaska Reds this year because of the large de- 
mand at home. There is said to be a persistent demand in 
London and Liverpool for Red salmon, with holders showing 
little disposition to sell. 

Regarding the outlook in Alaska this year, Geo. T. Myers, 
a packer who operates a cannery at Chatham, Alaska, states 
that he believes there will be a good run of fish in the North 
this year and that the pack will equal if not exceed that of 
1906. It is almost time for the salmon to start running in 
Southeastern Alaska and for packing operations to begin. The 
indications are that Northern salmon packers will not ex- 
perience as many difficulties as last year. For one thing they. 
are having no trouble in securing plenty of labor this year, 
which was one of the greatest difficulties the packers had to 
contend with last year. Materials of all sorts is costing 
more this year, but the great improvement of market condi- 
tions and the promised higher prices may offset this increase 
in the cost of operation. All the vessels carrying labor and 
supplies have left San Francisco and Seattle and have arrived 
at their destinations in Alaska. 

While the Fraser river packers are not looking for a very 
good run of Sockeyes this year, yet twenty packing plants 
will be operated on the river, five of which will be run by 
the British Columbia Packers’ Association. The latter con- 
cern will also operate seven canneries in Northern British 
Columbia where the run is steadier and more dependable 
than on the Fraser SOCKEYE.

Portland, Me., June 17, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: Evidently, during the past week, quite 
a number of buyers have put on their glasses and read the 
facts and prophecies in THE CANNER, but none too soon. The 
demand for corn, both spot and future, has been more than 
active—it has been incessant. Buyers will now have to search 
to get goods whether for immediate or future wants. Further, 
they must pay more. The little held here now is only offered 
at goc for spot, and may go to $1 before long. I shall be 
surprised if it does not. I hear that futures have been sold 
at 9oc for fancy, and think it is probably true. Still, if buy- 
ers could only see the conditions as we know they are, it 
would not surprise them. Under similar circumstances, I 
have seen the market go to over a dollar in the course of a 
few weeks, but this was late in the season. The shortage is 
apparent today much earlier. There is a very little corn in 
Maine,—perhaps two or three thousand cases,—that might be 
bought a little eff of goc, but this cannot be called fine fancy. 
All sound, cheap corn is sold. 

The causes that have brought about this advance are plain. 
Maine will not have its average acreage, and I do not see how 
corn can be planted with an even chance of getting a crop. 




















The ground is cold, and the weather is hardly as warm as 
in an average May. As for spot corn, the stock is but a 
“drop in the bucket.” From New York and the west, reports 
come in very bad. In fact there is no reason why very high 
prices will not prevail. Not only is the corn crop affected, 
but 1 see that many others are. The future is very uncer- 
tain—more than I have known for many years. A little frost 
at the time of packing means a serious blow—and it will hap- 
pen unless the season is prolonged. 

The outlook for apples is very good, but spot stocks are 
almost nominal. While the gallons have been sold at $2.50 
during the past week, they are generally held at $2.75. Pretty 
near my “guess,” is it not? 

On the oth of this month, at Cape Breton, the harbors were 
full of ice, and but few lobsters had been packed. So, also, 
all along the North Shore. It now looks like a still smaller 
pack than was looked for, and a very small one was antici- 
vated. 
. No bluebacks have been packed. This is not strange, for 
no self-respecting fish would come out without overcoat and 
mittens. The clam packing season is over, and this fish has 
retired within the precincts of his shell, and there “defies 
pursuit.” INDEX. 


Baitimore, Md., June 15, 1907. 

Epiror CANNER: ‘The continuance of the distressing and 
untoward weather conditions is a great disappointment beyond 
any question. One may almost safely say that no living 
creature ever remembers such capricious and unseasonable 
weather as now prevails, and, worst of all, no relief is prom- 
ised. Packers are undeniably greatly perturbed over the 
gloomy aspect and well may they be, when at this period 
packing plants should be going it in full blast. The arrivals 
of fruits continue extremely small and packers are obliged 
to pay to the full the prices demanded. The cost of packing, 
therefore, continues very high. The general market shows 
strength on all lines and anxious buyers are to be found in 
all quarters. 

If present conditions continue much longer the future of 
the canned goods market is indeed a great problem. The 
weather here today is practically the same as usual; namely, 
damp, cool and cloudy overhead, and the temperature is much 
below normal. Overcoats are greatly in evidence and straw 
hats are conspicuous by their absence.

Epitor CANNER: Packers today feel very much like ma- 
riners do when they see a break in a storm after having been 
buffeted around for days, thinking every moment that their 
ship was going down. This feeling has been brought about 
because the weather changed Friday of last week, and since 
that time we have had real dry summer weather, and indi- 
cations are that we shall have a continuance of same for a 
few days at any rate. Packers are not elated by any means, 
as this change in the weather does not mean that it will put 
all of them on a profit making plane, but it does mean that 
some of them will be saved from disaster. A good many 
of them will barely make port, after having thrown over- 
board a good deal of cargo, and with the old ship battered 
and some of the masts and rigging lost. The change in the 
weather is too late to benefit very materially the strawberry 
crop, and whilst it will help peas, it will not change a short- 
age into a surplus. It will help corn to some extent, but 
of course it will not resurrect the plants that were killed out, 
and seed not replanted. The crop that it will help most, 
however, is tomatoes. It will strengthen the weak and sickly 
plants, and give the growers a chance to cultivate the land, 
and finish setting the plants that they had to replant. The 
tomato crop will be late in coming in, but should the frost 
hold off until late in the fall, we can still hope to have a 
large pack of tomatoes, even if the yield per acre should be 
below the average, for the acreage this year is very large. 

Strawberries continue to bring from 6%4c to 7%c per quart, 
which means that any standard strawberries sold below 85c 
shows the packers an absolute loss. As a good many future 
strawberries were sold at 70c to 75c, the packers who sold 
these futures are not feeling very jubilant, although the out- 
look is a little better today for them than it was last week, 
for these two or three days of hot sun may have the effect 
of bringing in the balance of the strawberry crop with a 
rush, and for two or three days. we may have a lower taw

market, but there is no prospect of prices being low enough | 


to enable those packers who sold futures at 75c to now get 
cut without making a loss. _The market today for standard 
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strawberries in water is 85c to 87!%4c. No. 1 extra preserved 
are selling at go0c, and No. 2 extra preserved from $1.50 to 
$1.60. The demand is very good, and there will be a very 
small surplus carried over at the close of packing season. 

Our city packers are now most interested in peas. The 
Anne Arundel crop is being marketed, and the opening price 
last week was $1.10 to $1.15. On Saturday the market broke 
to goc, and now that we have had two or three days of warm 
sunshine, it is likely that the arrivals of raw peas will be 
somewhat heavier for a few days, and the price may go 
down to about 80c. From the present outlook, the pea pack 
in this city will be very much below the average in size, and 
the goods will be put up at figures that will necessitate the 
packers getting at least 95c to $1.00 for Standard Junes, and 
the proportionate difference for the sifted grades if they 
are to dispose of their packs without making a loss. Whether 
or no the jobbers will pay these figures, remains to be seen. 

Spot tomatoes have continued to advance during the week, 
and the market is now $1.00 per dozen. The demand con- 
tinues heavy, and as the coming packing season will certainly 
open late, it will not surprise me to see spot tomatoes go to 
$1.05 or $1.10 before new goods are ready for shipment. 
Future tomatoes are very much stronger, and sales were made 
last week at 70c for No. 2 Standards, and goc for No. 3. | 
cannot help but think, however, that it is better to sell at these 
figures than it is to buy. Of course it will all depend on the 
weather. If we should have favorable weather from now on, 
there will be a large pack of tomatoes, and if there is a large 
pack, the 9oc figure cannot be maintained all through the fall 
and winter. It may be the price during packing season, but 
should we have a pack as large as in 1902 or 1903, then the 
price is bound to go off. Of course, if the demand from the 
jobbers keeps up all during the season, the stock will be trans- 
ferred to the jobbers from the packers at a high figure, but 
the break will inevitably come at some period during the 
winter or spring, no matter who owns the goods. 

It is interesting to recall the season of 1902. In May and 
June of that year spot No. 3 Standard tomatoes sold at from 
$1.40 to $1.60. Of course the scarcity of stock was at the 
back of the high figure. The high market, however, that then 
prevailed had just the same effect on the jobbers that year as 
the continued reports of bad weather is having on them this 
year; namely, it made them very anxious to buy tomatoes, 
and in consequence of that anxiety, they kept on buying all 
through the packing season of 1902 to such a degree that the 
market was forced up to 97%c and $1.00, even though a pack 
was being made that season that was beating the record up 
to that time. The consequence was that before nine months 
had rolled around No. 3 Standard tomatoes were selling at 
from 75c to 80c. Now, if the jobbers do the same thing this 
year as they did in 1902, they may have a repetition of the 
same experience in the spring of 1908 that they had in the first 
half of 1903. This is a big country, and my own opinion is 
that we shall have fully as large a pack this year as the 
average has been for the last four or five years. I believe that 
the change in the weather will practically save the tomato 
crop. 2 

Spot corn is now jumping. This as your readers know, is 
no surprise to me. I have been looking for a strong advance 
in this line of goods for some weeks. It would have come 
anyhow without the bad weather, but now that the weather 
has been so unfavorable for the seeding of corn, and so many 
plants have died out, and farmers have not replanted, there 
will undoubtedly be a light corn pack in 1907. We shall see 
higher prices on corn as the summer progresses. Southern 
Maine Style is now hard to find, even at 60c per dozen. The 
same goods were selling several weeks ago at 45c and 47%4c.

Eprror CANNER: ‘The unfavorable and _unseasonable 
weather continues and exerts more or less influence on all 
business, including that of canned goods. Business during 
the week has sufiered somewhat because of this, but the de- 
pressing climatic influences have not forced down prices to 
any considerable ¢xtent. Business is still done at relatively 
high prices and such sales as are made are generally at full 
quotations, or near to them. 

Sellers of southern canned peaches are expressing higher 
views and gallon pies have been sold on the basis of $3.50 
here. One sale of 3%4-pound pies was made at $1.02%4 here 
and the holder finally withdrew from the market at $1.07% 
per dozen. Standard 3s are held at $1.75 for white and $1.90 
for yellow. The prospects for the new pack are said to be 
poor, which is influencing holders to maintain the advance, 
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notwithstanding the refusal of important interests to buy. 
One interest in California has announced opening prices on 
peaches and apricots, but the figures are so high that little 
business has been done. It is expected that other interests 
will name a higher figure than the ones given out, owing to 
later unfavorable crop reports. The situation in peaches 
i before the determination of actual 


promises to be serious 

crop conditions and the quantity which will be packed. Old 
stock is scarce and holders everywhere are refusing to sell, 
excepting at extremely high prices. They expect that the 


practical failure of the coming crop is going to make prices 
much higher than they are now. 

Spot gallon apples are firmly held and in good demand. 
One sale was reported at $2.55 per dozen for fancy state 
packing and the tendency is said to be upward rather than 
the other way. Strawberries are scarce and prices are merely 
nominal. Some quotations have been withdrawn because of 
the impossibility of getting stock. 

Pineapples are firm. The reduction in the quantity of 
oranges available and the continued unfavorable reports re- 
garding the peach and apricot crop have combined to help 
push pineapples and business is steadily improving. 

It is practically impossible to buy full standard 3s tomatoes 
at less than $1.02% per dozen delivered. Some holders quote 


$1.05 here and $1.00 f. o. b. factory. Full standard 2s are 
firm at 87'%4@ooc delivered and gallons have sold as high as 
$4.00 a dozen. One of the largest jobbers in the market bid 


$3.90 on a lot of New Jerseys, but the bid was refused. The 
market on spot tomatoes is irregular, but strong. The irreg- 
ularity is noticeable in the prices and is due solely to the 
quality. of the stock 

Most holders are looking for an advance to $1.10 for spot 
standard 3s. In futures the market is strong and advancing. 
Packers are unwilling sellers and in most instances quote 90 
@osc f. o. b. factory on full standards. Crop conditions in 
some parts of New Jersey are serious. Growers have lost a 
considerable proportion of their acreage. Several replantings 
have not seemed to remedy the evil.. The weather remains 
unfavorable and is so cold that nothing can grow. 

The spot corn market is firm and the tendency is upward. 

Good state standards are held stiff at 65@67Y%c delivered. 
Occasional lots of fair standard are available at slight con- 
cessions. Some poor southern Maine style is held at 47! 
f. o. b. factory. Even this figure does not attract much atten- 
tion now. The outlook for the crop this year is considered 
somewhat discouraging and the prospect of a reduced pack 
has a tendency to increase —— on old stock. 

Peas are strong and $1.12% f. b. Baltimore seems to be 
the lowest figure on new Hany duediad Junes. Sales have 
been made at that figure. The crop outlook is reported as 
poor and holders are not anxious sellers of old pack. The 
market increases in firmness and holders are likely to ask 
more rather than less before the season ends. 

Asparagus is in good demand and firm. Deliveries on new 
pack are being made. The high prices apparently do not 
check sales. Buyers are quite as anxious to pli ice orders at 
the high range as they have been heretofore at lower figures. 

String beans are firm. Not much actual movement is re- 
ported, but conditions are unsatisfactory in growing sections 
and an upward movement is expected. 

Spot salmon is firm with a strong upward tendency on all 
grades. Sales of red Alaska talls are noted at $1.12 214 here. 
It is still possible to buy in one place at $1.10, ‘though only 
one car was offered at that figure this week. New pack Co- 
is arriving to jobbers, but in the absence of

Santa Claras in 25-pound boxes. Inquiry for export is more 
liberal and bids of 3%c four size bag basis f. o. b. coast for 
stock on the spot have been declined by the principal holders 
for shipment to Hamburg and England. A _ considerable 
business has been booked in the principal sizes and the sell- 
ing terms are said to be above the selling basis here. London 
advices say that the startling crop reports have affected that 
market and prices have advanced about 2s per cwt. and 
further advances are probable. The market on French and 
3osnia prunes has advanced 1@2s per cwt. The crop of 
3osnia and Servia is estimated at 175,000,000 pounds, and 
that of France at about 75 per cent of last year’s output, or 
35,000,000 pounds. A fair demand for stock of the several 
sizes is reported. On Santa Clara stock full outside figures 
are paid for small lots and the tendency is still upward. Santa 
Claras are offered at 4%c four size bag basis f. o. b. the 
coast for October shipment. Other packers say they can- 
not sell under*4%c four size bag basis for October-November 
shipment. “ large packers refuse to name any period 
for shipment.

What Became of the Cherries? 

The William Grecht Company, of Baltimore, has 
been, for a fortnight past, preserving from 15,000 to 
20,000 boxes of strawberries every day. The berries 
are being sugar preserved, and after being placed in 
whisky barrels are shipped to a town in northern New 
York to a firm who make all kinds of syrups. The 
name of the firm would not be divulged by Mr. 
Grecht. 

Over 500 women and little children are being em- 
ployed in the packing, and an estimate of how many 
berries has already been preserved can be gathered 
from this data, supplied by Mr. Grecht. He esti- 
mates that since he started packing for the New York 
firm that 134,000 quarts have been packed, and if the 
supply does not decrease 150,000 more quarts will 
be preserved before the order is filled. The syrup 
firm has buyers of its own in the field and the pack- 
ing company has no idea when they will stop send- 
ing in fruit. 

Agents of the syrup firm are now in Anne Arundel 
county, it is said, and have already bought up a large 
quantity of this year’s output from the banner berry 
center of the country. Berries are still scarce enough 
to bring from 6 to 10 cents a box wholesale, and this 
extraordinary amount of boxes being packed in one 
day is not relished by those interested in table berries. 
If this quantity is packed daily for a few weeks more 
it may mean almost a drouth of berries for the city. 

The berry crop is not reported as large as in former 
years, and extraordinary efforts are being made by the 
packers to secure as much of it as possible, there being 
more profit on the preserved fruit than by selling it 
from the box.—Journal of Commerce.

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Western Packers’ Association Meets—Mini- 
mum Carload Raise January First. 


At the meeting of the Western Packers’ Canned 
Goods association at the Sherman House in this city 
Tuesday morning, June 18, reports from railroad 
officials were read, showing that it had been decided 
to make the increase in the minimum weight of a 
carload of canned goods from 30,000 to 36,000 pounds 
effective January 1, 1908, instead of on July 1, 1907, 
as originally planned. The packers objected to an 
increase in the minimum carload taking effect the 
first of next month on the ground that it would be 
unjust to raise the minimum on such short notice, tak- 
ing into consideration the futures already sold. Pack- 
ers present at the meeting seemed not to regard an 
increase of 6,000 pounds, effective January first next,

handle freight more expeditiously, since

be measureably offset. 
Unsatisfactory Condition of Crops. 

Verbal reports made by the twenty or so packers 
present showed an unsatisfactory and backward con- 
dition of the tomato and corn crops. The outcome of 
the present season, according to the general opinion 
ef the meeting, was dependent upon the weather from 
this date on and the duration of the operating period. 

Use of Old Labels. 

Previous to adjournment there was some discts- 
sion of the labeling question. President L. A. Sears 
stated, answering a question by a packer that he at- 
tended the meeting of a committee representing the 


National association with Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson and Dr. Wiley in Washington in May, and 


that while the government officials would not make 
definite statements or rulings on all questions pro- 
pounded, the canuers’ representatives’ were impressed 
with their evident desire to deal fairly and liberally 
with the food manufacturers. “Both Secretary Wil- 
son and Dr. Wiley,” said President Sears, “were 
agreed as regards the length of time allowed for us- 
ing up the stocks of old labels. They told the com- 
mittee of the National Canners’ association that if 
the ruling allowing the use of old labels, not in ac- 
cordance with the new requirements, on goods manu- 
factured later than October 1, 1907, were to be modi- 
fied to permit their use until the supply on hand was 
exhausted, unscrupulous manufacturers might go 
ahead and have more labels of the same kind struck 
off, and thus the government would be imposed upon.” 

Replying to another question, President Sears stat- 
ed that, in his opinion, it would be dangerous to label 
goods “Finest Quality,” as he thought that goods 
sold under a label bearing that statement would have 
to be absolutely the finest quality in the world or the 
label would be a misrepresentation. 

The Guaranty. 

At this juncture occurred some general discussion 
concerning the giving of a guaranty with canned 
goods. President Sears stated that his company used 
the form of guaranty adopted by the Buffalo conven- 
tion, and this, he said, had proved acceptable to their 
customers, all but one, a Chicago buyer, who, how- 
ever, finally accepted the Buffalo form. 

Mr. Ballinger of the Keokuk (Ia.) Canning Com- 
pany advised the packers to guarantee their goods 
to conform to the national pure food law and not to 


give a guaranty covering the varying laws of the dif- 
ferent states. This, he said, was the way his com- 
pany handled their business, "adding that they always 
refused to guarantee anything regarding their goods 
further than that they would comply with the national 
law of the United States. Mr. Ballinger added that 
his company had yet to lose a customer on account of 
refusing to furnish guarantees for the several states, 

The meeting then adjourned subject to the call of 
the president of the Western association.

Orem Declines Presidency of Atlantic States 
Packers’ Assv<ciation. 


Hugh S. Orem, president »£ the Booth Packing 
Co., Baltimore, and widely known as one of the brain- 
iest and most eloquent men in the canning industry, 
has sent in his declination of the office of president 
of the Atlantic States Packers’ association, to which 
he was elected at the Buffalo convention last Febru- 
ary. At the time Mr. Orem was chosen president of 
the Atlantic States Packers’ association he was trav- 
eling abroad and did not learn of the choice of the 
eastern packers until his return to the United States 
on the Ist of May. The following letter from Mr. 
Orem to Vice-President F. F. Hubbard of the Atlan- 
tic States Packers’ association explains fully his rea- 
sons for declining the honor: 


Baltimore, June 14, 1907. 
Mr. F. F. Hubbard, Canastota, N. Y. — 
Vice-President Atlantic States Packers’ Association. 


Dear Sir: During the time the Canners’ convention was in 
session, February last, I was exploring the tombs of Ancient 
Egypt’s Kings. The news that I had been elected to the 
presidency of the Atlantic States Packers’ association, reached 
me about four weeks after the adjournment of the conven- 
tion. Since my arrival home, May Ist, time has been far too 
short to gather up the threads of business, and to keep pace 
with current work, so that I have been unable to announce 
at an earlier date the declination of the honor conferred. 

I esteem highly the complaint, though I must decline to 
serve, for I cannot see that the Atlantic association has any 
further work to perform, because of the inauguration of the 
National Canners’ association. 

Mr. George G. Bailey has wisely remarked in his address 
at the Buffalo convention: “The membership of the Eastern 
association are nearly all members of live State or local or- 
ganizations, and the necessity for the existence of an eastern 
body would not exist if the national body becomes popular.” 

Assuming that the National association will become pop- 
ular,—for the membership must make it so,—and since the 
absorption of the lesser body by the greater, the occupation 
of the Atlantic Packers’ association is gone, and it appears to 
me to be useless to endeavor to keep it alive. 

My hope is that the National Canners’ association will con- 
tinue to grow and enlarge and expand, until its usefulness 
shall be felt throughout the whole United States.

: Canning séason~has operied at Fresno, Cal. The start 
was made On ‘apricots and blackberries. 
The Gibson Canning Co., Gibson City, Ill, has increased 


its capital stock from $40,000 to $75,000. 

The new canning factory at Kempton, Ind., built by L. L. 
Cook and others of Tipton, Ind., is nearly completed. 

The old canning factory at Moorestowu, N. J., recently 
purchased by R. M. Snyder, will not be used as a cannery any 
longer. 

The Newbury Canning & Preserving Co., Ltd., of New- 
bury, Ontario, Canada, has been incorporated with $10,000 
capital. 

The Lopez, Dukate Co., Biloxi, Miss., intend to erect two 
large oyster canning plants, one at Southport and the other 
at Morgan City, La. 

The Clover Leaf Canning Co., New Douglas, II1., has been 
incorporated with $15,000 capital. Incorporators were P. J. 
Creane, A. L. Kinzer and A. F. Prang. 

The Colorado Preserving Co., Denver, was incorporated a 
few days since with a capital stock of $100,000. The incor- 

orators were H. M. Stone, Albert E. Reynolds and Edward 
. Mathews. 

Wm. H. Dyer, of Hamilton, Ohio, has leased the canning 
factory at Vincennes, Ind., and will operate it this season. 
Beans in tomato sauce will be the principal pack. Mr. Dy- 
er has been connected with the T. A. Snider plant at Ham- 
ilton for some time. 

A canning factory, according to report is to be built this 
summer at Kelso, Wash., by a recently incorporated company, 


which it is understood desires to have the plant completed by 
August 1. C. N. Hogan is president and manager of the 
new incorporation, and F. L. Stewart, treasurer. 


It is reported from Newcastle, Ind.; that the Lewisville 
Canning company has been placed in the hands of a receiver 
by the Circuit Court on the petition of Edgar Heacock, of 
Lewisville, who alleges that the company is insolvent. The 
court has appointed N. Guy Jones, with a bond of $4,000, 
and he will take charge of the company’s affairs. 


A report from Lubec, Me., says: “Carpenters are at work 
at factory A of the Lubec Sardine Co. Extensive alterations 
are pianned which will take about two months for their com- 
pletion. The western wing of the plant will be moved and 
two joined on the main plant. The water tank is being 
moved and in its place a new engine room will be built and 
a large, new boiler installed. The oven will be changed over 
and other improvements made which, when finished will 
make this plant one of the most convenient and up-to-date of 
any plant owned by the company.” 


“Heretofore the pea canning season at all the big factories 
in this part of the state,” says a report from Rome, N. Y., 
“has opened regularly about June 20, but it is said work will - 
not be commenced, to any great extent, this spring until 
about a week or ten days later, owing to the backwardness of 
the season. In spite of the wet, cold spring the canning fac- 
tory men believe there is a bright prospect for a successful 
year, and the Burt Olney Company expects to increase its out- 
put this year substantially. The company has a farm of one 
thousand acres, which will be devoted this season to the pro- 
duction of peas, string beans and squash.” 
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There will be small yields of Michigan fruits this season 
with the exception of apples, a good crop of which is ex- 
pected. « 

According to a report from New Albany, prospects favor 
a big crop of blackberries in Southern Indiana. The vines 
are reported laden with fruit. 


The large number of orchardists in Pennsylvania report a 
full bloom of apples, but say they fear the fruit will not set 
well, on account of the peculiar spring weather. Pennsyl- 
vania peaches have been damaged more or less by frost. 

Secretary John Craig, of Ithaca, N. Y., has sent out the 
preliminary announcement of the thirty-first biennial. session 
of the American Pomological Society, which will be held 
September 24, 25 and 26 at the Jamestown Exposition. 


Considering the state of state of Michigan as a whole, 
Charles F. Bassett, secretary of the Michigan horticultural 
society, regards apple prospects as good, but less than one- 
fourth crop of peaches, with considerable injury to peach 
trees. 

The Berrien Co., Mich., strawberry crop will be a light one 
this season. -Frosts hurt. the early strawberries and the crop 
ig late. The late berries look better by comparison. Berrien 
county’s crop of blackberries and raspberries will be very 
light, as also the peach and apple crops in that county. 


Western New York apple orchards have not suffered on 
account of the unusual climatic conditions this spring to the 
extent that orchards have in the west and southwestern parts 
of the country. The season in western New York, however, 
is late, but apple prospects nevertheless are summed up as 
“reasonably good.” Peaches are less satisfactory. 

The annual report of F. A. Huntley, Horticultural Com- 
missary of Washington, states that in the year 1906 there 
were in the State of, Washington 86,607 acres of commercial 
orchards, of which 15,888 acres’ were new orchards added 
last spring. Before these acres were planted the three lead- 
ing fruits were represented by 3,772,105 apple trees, 949,209 
plum and pear trees and 746,956 peach trees. 

Fruit growers who desire to prevent or lessen injury from 
spraying apple trees with bordeaux mixture should send to 
the station at Geneva for Bulletin No. 287. By a very thor- 
ough series of tests it has been proven that there is such in- 
jury, and that it may sometimes, though not often, do as 


much harm as the apple scab the spraying is intended to pre- 
vent. ‘Treatment should not be abandoned, however; for by 
proper spraying the injury can at least be lessened 


The manager of the Grand Junction, Colo., Fruit Grow- 
ers’ association, Mr. Moore, in a statement to his organization 
said that during 1906 there were shipped 461,209 packages of 
peaches, 124,589 packages of pears, 214,049 of apples, 24,953 
of plums, 10,484 of grapes, 8,312 of apricots, 3,887 boxes to- 
matoes, 322 of crabapples, 15,318 of cantaloupes, 1,199 crates 
of strawberries, 1,276 crates of cherries and 1,652 cases of 
honey, a total of 867,250 packages, equal to 1,152 carloads, 
and bringing to the growers $555,813.44. 


A certain contingent in the apple trade is evidently trying, 
says American Agriculturist, to bear the market for the 1907 
crop before orchards have completed the blossoming period. 
The trade papers are giving publicity to the opinion that 
Europe will have a big crop of apples and probably of other 
fruits; therefore the inference that exporters of American 
and Canadian apples must be obliged to face this fact, and 
should govern themselves accordingly. It is a far cry to our 
apple harvests next October, and certainly the testimony of 
the past two months shows a material shortage in important 
sections, notably the southwest. 
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The Carpenter-Cook Company will operate a pickling plant 
at Menominee, Wis., this coming season. 


Work on the new addition to the Heinz Pickle works at 
Muscatine, Ia., is being pushed rapidly to completion. 


A report from Crown Point, Ind., says that the H. J. 
Heinz Pickle Co. will establish a plant on the site at the 
crossing of the Nickle Plate and E. J. & E. railroads. 


Exley, Watkins & Co., Wheeling, W. Va., engaged for a 
number of years past in the manufacture of preserves and 
pickles, have made an assignment for the benefit of creditors. 


An advice from Foley, Minn., says that a new pickling 
plant will be built there this season, according to present 
plans. A Twin City concern is reported back of the enter- 
prise.

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Regarding the firm of Pressing & Orr, the Norwalk, 
(Ohio,) Reflector says: ‘‘At present the only ‘‘fruit’’ that is 
being canned at the factory is sauerkraut. The season for 
eanning this product, however, is about at an end, but when 
the sauerkraut season is in full blast thirty-five curing vats, 
each holding about eighty barrels of kraut, are kept filled 
constantly, which shows the enormous sauerkraut business 
that is done at this one factory of Pressing & Orr. No more 
pickling will be done at the factory.”’ 


Hearing on Benzoate of Soda, 

That their business will be practically destroyed 
by the prohibition of the use of a limited amount of 
sodium benzoate is the testimony which about 130 
manufacturers of food products have laid before the 
Pure Food and Drug Board of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, in letters which were considered in con- 
nection with what will probably prove the last hear- 
ing:on the subject before the board shall make its 
ruling. 

The presentation was made before the board by 
representatives of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers of Food Products, the letters making a 
telling showing as to the number of establishments in- 
volved, number of people employed, etc. 

The contention of the manufacturers, who appeared 
under appointment made by E. C. Johnson, secretary 
of the association, is that they should be permitted to 
use as a preservative, in pie fillings, ketchup, fruit 
syrups, crushed fruit flavorings, cider, etc., not to 
exceed I-10 of I per cent of sodium benzoate. This 
they insist would be in no wise injurious, while it 
would save their industries from destruction. 

Washington dispatches state that the decision rela- 
tive to the use of benzoate of soda as a preservative 
and of coal tar dyes in food products will be an- 
nounced very shortly. The belief exists in Washing- 
ton that the manufacturers will be given more lati- 
tude than has been generally expected. 


Canmers Protest Against Increased Mini- 
mum Carload. 


Resolutions protesting against the proposed increase 
of the minimum carload of canned goods from 30,000 
to 36,000 pounds were granted at the meeting of the 
New York State Canned Goods Packers’ association 
held at Syracuse last Thursday afternoon. The sen- 
timent of packers present showed united opposition 


to the proposition to raise the minimum by 6,009 
pounds, 

There was some discussion also on child labor laws, 
The present law of New York state prevents children 
from fourteen to eighteen years of age working to ex- 
ceed ten hours daily. It is probable that canners wil] 
request the legislature to make some changes in the 
law, as in the rush seasons it is necessary for packers 
of fruits and vegetables to employ school children in 
their plants. No other labor in sufficient quantities js 
available, and as the packing season occurs during 
the vacation period, the employment of children in 
the canneries for a few weeks cannot be considered 
objectionable. 

Reports on the condition of canners’ crops in New 
York State show that the season averages between 
two and three weeks late. However, reports indicate 
a fair prospect for peas. It is too early to say much 
about corn, excepting that planting was delayed. 
Fruits were found to be generally late, and reports 
showed prospects for a small peach crop. The at- 
tendance at the meeting was quite large, there being 
about fifty packers present. 





Tomato Planters.

Growth and Present Condition of Norway’s Sardine 
Canaing Industry. 


Mr. M. M. Langhorne, chargé d'affaires of the 
American legation at Christiania, forwards a transla- 
tion of an article on the canned food industries of 
Norway. The article was written by the commercial 
expert of the leading newspaper of that country, and 
although unofficial it is based upon government re- 
ports, and has an interesting bearing upon the canned 
food industries of the United States, dealing particu- 
larly with the production in Norway of “sardines” out 
of sprats. The article follows: 

“The Norwegian tinned food industry took a mighty 
step forward in 1906 and the prospects are now as 
promising as ever. Since the commencement of 1906 
three new factories were started, which have contrib- 
uted their share to the preparation of the much-appre- 
ciated sardines, and it seems that they have all found 
purchasers of their products. The larger factories are 
continually enlarging their plants ; the ancient custom- 
house at Stavanger has, for instance, been appropri- 
ated as a storehouse for one of the concerns. The 
sprat fishing has been somewhat more favorable in 
1906 than during the foregoing year; however, owing 
to the lively demand, prices have been unreasonably 
high, the average price being about $1.60 per bushel 
and above. The result of the fisheries is about 112,500 
bushels. Of these, about 75,000 bushels were prepared 
as sardines, the remainder as anchovies, etc., though 
owing to the high prices of sprats the supplies pre- 
pared as anchovies were comparatively small. Cer- 
tain lots fetched even up to $2.97, which, if one adds 
the transport expenses and the commission paid to 
the commission merchants, etc., equals $3.20 per 
bushel and more. The quantity put up during 1906 
amounts probably to about 15,000,000 cans, repre- 
senting a value of about $1,300,000. Of olive oil, 
there has heen used from 450,000 to 500,000 kilos 
(kilo, 2 1-5 pounds), at 1 kroner ($0.27) a kilo, and of

COMPETITION AND PRICES, 

“As regards the prices of tinned goods, it is reassur- 
ing to observe in the case of most of the factories a 
tendency toward keeping up the prices, as, thanks to 
the competition, prices have been ridiculously low for 
certain articles. There can be no doubt that they all 
could do an excellent business, especially in the export 
line, without in any way depreciating the market, as 
the demand, especially for sardines, is continually in- 
creasing, and demands can hardly be satisfied. Just 
at the present moment the time seems to be ripe for 
carrying through particularly good prices, as the sar- 
dine fisheries have turned out a failure in France. 
Spain and Portugal, and the American production of 
sardines has dwindled down to a minimum, owing also 
to the bad result of the fisheries. America will re- 
quire great supplies of sardines in 1907 and will have 
to go to the foreign market for that article, so that 
it would be desirable could the factories keep the 
prices up. But the smaller and the newly started fac- 
tories are apt to lower prices in order to obtain a 
footing. 

NEW INDUSTRIES DEVELOPED. 

“There have been started two factories for the man- 
ufacture of sheet-metal packing plates; three others 
for the manufacture of boxes; one for the manufac- 
ture of wires and nails, required, respectively, for 
the keys attached to the cans and for the nailing of 
the boxes. Further, several mechanical workshops for 
the construction of different kinds of machines, espe- 
cially folding machines, coopers’ shops for the manu- 
facture of anchovy casks, etc.; also three lithographic 
establishments which furnish everything in the way of 
labels, cards, etc., for the advertisements, etc. 

“Inventions in this line have also assumed great 
dimensions in this country; and most of the folding 
machines, etc., used, as well as the patented contriv- 
ance for opening the cans, are not only of Norwegian 
workmanship, but even the outcome of Norwegian in- 
genuity. 

JAPANESE COMPETITION—THE MEAT SCANDAL. 

“The Japanese are also commencing to compete 
with us in the sardine industry. In consequence of the 
failure of the American fisheries, they have succeeded 
in introducing no small quantities of sardines into the 
American market. This will hardly, even if it should 
go on, exercise any influence on the market for our 
produce. A couple of Japanese visited this country 
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last autumn in order to study the machines and the 
methods employed, but were, as far as we know, not 
admitted to any of the factories. 

“The Chicago meat scandal, which in the opinion of 
most people should have redounded to the profit of 
our native tinned-meat industry, had rather the oppo- 
site effect, as people got frightened with respect to all 
kinds of tinned goods. It was even rumored that in 
England people would not buy the biscuits of a well- 
known firm for no other reason than that they were 
packed in tin boxes. Fortunately this dread of tinned 
goods was only of short duration and had little in- 
fluence on the sale at large. 

PURE FOOD LAWS. 

“Of more detrimental effect, however, are certain 
laws which have been voted in different countries. 
This was the first consequence of the Chicago meat 
scandal. The American Congress, for instance, passed 
a pure-food law prohibiting the manufacture, importa- 
tion and sale of food products which are either adul- 
terated or bear a wrong label—a law which, under 
the last category, may exclude our sardines. It is 
however, to be hoped that the application of the said 
law to our sardines may be prevented. The question 
will soon be decided, and on this particular point a 
strong opposition has been raised. Should this latter 
have to give way it would be a heavy stroke for the 
tinned goods industry. So far, the produce may be 
shipped as before until October next. 

“In France a similar law has been promulgated, and 
it appears that quite recently such a law has also been 
voted in Australia and the Cape colonies. These laws 
will, if it comes to the worst, have as a necessary con- 
sequence that in this particular markets we will have 
to sell our sardines under another label, which will 
probably cause a decrease in the trade, so far as these 
countries are concerned, until the public gets accus- 
tomed to the new label. This will hardly exercise any 
appreciable effect on the tinned goods industry, but it 
may be rather burdensome while it lasts. Especially 
it will be a great inconvenience to have all jabels, etc., 
changed, which will cause the large factories to suffer, 
particularly as their stocks of such labels are consider- 
able. Notwithstanding all this, one will not be far 
from the mark in prophesying that the tinned goods 
industry has undoubtedly a great future to look for- 
ward to.”

No, 1084. Dried fruit and canned goods.—An Aus- 
trian merchant desires to sell California dried fruits 
and canned fruit, also canned salmon and canned lob- 
ster. He states to an American consular officer that 
he is in a position to sell considerable quantities of 
dried fruit particularly, and that canned fruit could be 
sold extensively as well, while there is a large demand 
for canned salmon and canned lobster. The merchant is 
prepared to furnish bank references and desires con- 
nections with first-class American firms. 

No. 1077. Apples—A New York export agent ad- 
vises that he has a client in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
who is desirous of getting in connection with some 
large growers of American apples for winter ship- 
ments. 

No. 1081. Packing-house machinery—Consul M. 
K. Moorhead of Belgrade reports that American ex- 
porters of packing-house machinery should communi- 
cate with the English firm [address on file at Bureau 
of Manufactures] which is about to erect a meat-pack- 
ing and fruit-preserving plant in Servia, an account 
of which was published in Daily Consular and Trade 
Reports for January 22. Mr. Moorhead also sends the 
names of four concerns conducting abattoirs in Servia, 
with whom some business might be done. Correspond- 
ence with these should be in German. He states that 
Servia is now enjoying a wonderful prosperity in the 
meat-packing industry, and all these plants are daily 
increasing their outputs. 

No. 1082. Meat cutters and sausage machines.— 
Consul Moorhead likewise sends the addresses of three 
Servian butcher shops and retail meat dealers who de- 
sire catalogues of small meat cutters and sausage ma- 
chines. He states that hardware stores in Belgrade 
[a list of such already on file at the Bureau of Manu- 
factures|] deal in meat choppers and that there is a 
good chance for selling these articles to a considerable 
extent.

Proposed New Prune Grading System. 


A horticultural society in Oregon has begun a vig- 
orous agitation for the adoption of a new system for 
grading prunes, and it has expressed itself strongly in 
favor of a change in the present method of grading, 
alleging that it is arbitrary and is the cause of constant 
loss to the growers. The society believes the two lar- 
gest sizes of any season’s output as at present graded 
should be known as first or fancy sizes, the two suc- 
ceeding sizes as second or medium, and the smaller 
sizes as third grade or small prunes. 


Analyses of Fertilizer’. 


In the fertilizer bulletin just distributed by the sta- 
tion at Geneva, No. 285, there are given the guaran- 
tees and analyses of about 450 brands of fertilizers. 
These analyses were made by the station chemists 
from numbered, not named, samples collected — by 
agents of the Commissioner of Agriculture, the sam- 
ples being taken from the general stocks in ware- 
houses and stores. The figures given therefore show 
clearly the quality of the goods on the market in 1906, 
and, to a great extent, that of those likely to be sold in 
1907. The bulletin, backed by the purchaser’s own 
knowledge of the function of fertilizers and the needs 
of his own soils and crops, is a good guide in the pur- 
chase of such materials. It may be obtained free, up- 
on request, from the station.

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Lobster Hatchery Proves Success. 


A dispatch from Boothbay Harbor, Me., states that 
the efforts being made by the United States: govern- 
ment to replenish the rapidly decreasing lobster supply 
off the New England coast are meeting with more suc- 
cess than even the most sanguine exponents of the 
movement could have expected. Last year’s collec- 
tion of the eggs of the crustaceans amounted to almost 
125,000,000, which with the result of the plant of 1905 
brings the total up to 225,000,000. 

Up to two years ago there was practically no evi- 
dence that baby crustaceans would survive the hatch- 
ing process and when the local hatchery was estab- 
lished it was only in the form of an experiment. After 
the large collection of the first year, however, it was 
placed on a permanent basis and lobster fishermen 
along the New England Coast now look forward with 
much anxiety to the result of its work. 

The benefits of the hatching will not be experienced 
for at least two years, however, as it requires about 
four years for the crustacean to grow, and the first 
plant of the hatchery is but two years old. 


Unprecedented Scarcity of Salmon. 

The Kelley-Clarke Co., Seattle, Wash., say of the 
salmon situation on the Pacific Coast: “A review of 
the salmon situation on the Pacific Coast shows a start- 
ling condition. Never in the life of the business has 
such scarcity existed as is now apparent. Consump- 
tion has outstripped supply. Last year’s pack (not 
including British Columbia, which cannot be marketed 
in the United States) totaled 3,165,305 cases. The 
entire stock to-day, odds and ends, figure only 95,000 
cases, showing a consumption of 3,050,305 cases. 

“Every case of this has gone into consuming chan- 
nels; moreover, it has been absorbed within eight 
months after completion of pack. Truly it is a remark- 
able situation, more so even when the output of Amer- 
ican packers the last six years are summarized:

“Or an average e pack of 3 340,065 cases, every Case 
of which, less the few now in jobbers’ hands has gone 
into consumption. The demand has assumed such 


proportions that sellers are seriously disturbed, it being 
impossible to increase the pack. As a matter of fact 
grave doubts are entertained as to whether the aver- 
age pack can be maintained.” 


Final Efforts to Propogate Lobsters. 

United States Fish Commissioner Bowers is prepar- 
ing to raise lobsters on a large scale at Boothbay Har- 
bor, Me., the coming summer. The recent session 
of Congress authorized the commissioner to construct 
or buy a pond on the sea coast at that point, in which 
female lobsters can be kept during the winter and 
spring, so that their eggs can develop. 

In the early summer the Fisheries Bureau’s experts 
will hatch the eggs by artificial methods. It is planned 
to utilize 20,000 lobsters in this connection. Each will 
produce 10,000 eggs. and the bureau officials say prac- 
tically all of them will be hatched. This will make a 
grand total of 200,000,000 young lobsters which the 
bureau expects to produce this year and every year. 
It is not expected that more than five per cent of 
these young crustaceans will reach maturity, owing 
to their cannibalistic instincts and their numerous ene- 
mies, but even this small percentage of young lobsters 
produced every year and the protection of the 20,000 
old lobsters used for breeding purposes, the bureau of- 
ficials say will be ample to maintain and even increase 
the supply of lobsters on our coast, which has been 
threatened with extinction for some years, through 
promiscuous fishing and natural cates. 

The pound which the department proposes to use for 
breeding lobsters will be made by building a dam 
across a small inlet of the sea. From this inclosure 
eels and large fish will be excluded. The inclosure 
will be deep enough to prevent it from freezing to the 
bottom, so that the lobsters will be protected in the 
most severe weather.
